WASHINGTON, April 25.090 — 
Congressional conferees on the reve-

made by the senate and winding up 
with a measure which experts figure 


would bring in $417,000,000 of new 
money. 

The agreement was ‘complete ex- 
eept for the senate amendment add- 
ing 10 per cent to all individual tax 
returns next year. This will be taken 
back to the house for a separate vote. 


U. S. Fleet Passes Canal 
Despite Plot Reports 


Protection Will 


Heavy Guards Regarded As Necessary and 


Be Maintained 


Indefinitely. 


COLON, Canal Zone, April 25.— 
(?)—As the United States navy fleet 
of 111 vessels completed its 48-hour 
transit through the Panama canal to- 
day it was learned that war-like con- 


ditions obtaining during the move- 
ment were made necessary by fears 
that attempts might be made to in- 
terfere with the maneuver. 

Authorities received information 
from the army intelligence service 
several months ago that a consipracy 
seemed in progress to thwart the 
swift passage of the flotilla through 
the locks. : 

Consequentiy heavy guards of l- 
diers patrolled the locks during the 
transit and a smaller force will re- 
main indefinitely, it was said, to sup- 
plant guards stationed at the vital? 
parts of the canal late in March. 

Hitherto the locks have been with- 
out protection, and anybody has been 
able to approach them day or night. 

In view of the reported plot. naval 
officers withheld their announce: 
ment of plans to send the _ ships 
through in a hurry until the las 
moment. Censorship was invoked as 
au extra precautionary measure. 

Only one minor mishap occurred, 
however—the aircraft carrier Sara- 
Yoga knocked down two concrete lamp 
posts at the Pedro Miguel locks. 

Commander-in-chief David F. Sell- 
ers expressed himself pleased with 
the elocklike work of men and ships. 

“The continuous transit of the ca- 
nal by the fleet as a unit has been 


a very valuable experience for all 
hands and it is believed that very 
useful data has been obtained,” he 
told the Associated Press. 

“The successful accomplishment of 
this evolution, which so far as is 
known is without precedent, was only 
possible through the effiicent organi- 
zation of the canal and the splendid 
co-operation of all hands.” 

First to go through the canal was 
the airplane carrier Lexington, which 
left Balboa at 5:11 a. m. Monday. 
The trainship Melville, the last. 
cleared Gatun locks at 5 a. m. today. 

Officers had hoped the movement 
could be completed in half that time, 
but a heavy rain, the first of the 
season, contributed to the delay. 

A strict censorship on cables and 
dispatches during the passage was 
iminediately lifted when the Melville 
was through. Never before had such 
conditions been imposed in the zone 
on the sending of news. 

The Pacific side of the canal was 
without naval ships today, the special 
service squadron ordinarily based on 
the other side being now at Havana. 

(Secretary of Navy Swanson de- 
seri as a “remarkable perform- 
ance” the passage of the fleet, and 
declared “we figured that it would 
take two or three days.” He ex- 
pressed high praise for the fleet’s 
personnel and canal authorities, add- 
ing that “we wanted to see how 
quickly the fleet could go from one 
ocean to another.“)

Roosevelt Will Ask Mil- 
lions for 95 New Fight- 
ing Ships. 


WASHINGTON, April 25.—()— | 
Within four months, the adminis 
tration expects to start building 20 of 
the 95 ships needed to give the Unit 
ed States a fleet second to no other 
navy in the world. ph 

President Roosevelt let it be known 
today that the billion and à half dol- 
lar appropriation bill he will one 
to congress shortly would provide 
money for initial construction in the 
treaty navy program. 

The bill, said Chairman Vinson, 
democrat, Georgia, of the house naval 
committee, will carry about $40,000.- 
000 for the first year’s work on six 
submarines of 1,300 tons, 12 destroy- 
ers of 1,500 tons and two destroyer 
leaders of 1,850 tons. 


“We except to spend actually only| 


about $37,000,000 the first year,” 
Vinson said, “but the $40,000,000 
would provide a safe leeway. 

e $40,000,000 either will be ap- 
propriated directly for naval con- 
struction, or the president will be 
328 right to allocate the money 
or that purpose.” 

But. said Vinson, it will be 24 to 30 
months before these 20 ships can be 
launched—10 from private aed 10.

Many Georgia Collectors 
Favor Sales Tax, Says Officer 


MACON, Ga., April 25.—()— 
Most of Georgia’s tax collectors fa- 
vor a sales tax and about half of 
them approve instalment payment of 
taxes, Dsher T. Winslett, Bibb coun- 
ty tax collector, said a survey he 
eonducted has disclosed. 

He sent queries to 159 county tax 
collecting officials. Replies have been 
received from 33 so far. Some did not 
reply to all questions on the list but 
the standing on the sales tax was 21 
for and seven against. Sixteen said 
they were for installment payment of 
taxes and a like number were against 
this method. 

The replies also indicated county 
officials do not favor consolidation 
of counties, 28 voting against and 
only four in favor. 


All but four of those replying fa- 
vored collection of all taxes, inelud - 
ing inheritance levies, automobile li- 
eense taxes, etc., by the tax collec- 


tor; seven favored the plan for mak- 
ing tax collectors ex-officio sheriffs 
for collection of tax fi. fas.; all but 
two said they were in favor of col- 
lecting but half of the state occupa- 
tion tax on business in cases where 
the business started after July 1

WASHINGTON, April 25.0 
The farm administration announced 
today that it had mailed 46,379 checks 
representing $2,626,522 in rental and 


price-equalizing payments to flue-cured 
tobacco growers up to April 24. 
About half of the amount paid was 


by 30 per cent and the balance was 
paid to recompense producers who 
sold their tobacco before the price 
rose, 

Of the total checks issued, 32,390 
totaling $1,359,975 were in payment 
for acreage rental and 13.989 totaling 
$1,266,546 were price-equalizing pay- 
ments. 

Payments were divided by states as 
follows: Florida $23,682 as rental 
payments and $41,111 as priceequaliz- 
ing payments; Georgia, 187,460 and 
$458,689: North Carolina, $703,869 
and $325,561; South Carolina, 8181. 
888 and $441,022, and Virginia $263,- 
075 and $161. 

The administration has received to 
date 86,200 adjustment contracts from 
flue-cured growers and 40,600 appli- 
cations for price-equalizing payments. 
Of these, 69,370 contracts and 31,181 
applications have been approved for 
payment. 

Flue-cured tobacco growers will re- 
ceive during 1934 a total of $17,000,- 
000, of which more+than $8,000,000 
will be paid this spring.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—/)— 
The steel code, one of NRA’s first, 
most important and most controver- 
sial, will in the near future be revised 
extensively to meet much of the crit- 
icism directed at it by the federal 
trade commission and other sources. 

Hugh S. Johnson told. reporters this 
today, saving the industry had “offer- 
ed to make some changes” which he 
would not disclose. He will meet with 
the Iron and Steel Institute, the code 
authority, next Friday. 

His own idea, he said, was that 
the existing system of fixing steel 
prices on a long list of basing points 
was defective where the de points were 
unrelated to the place of manufacture. 
An extreme example of the basing 
point would be a steel mill in Duluth, 
Minn., selling to a firm in Minneap- 
olis. using Chicago as the basing point. 
Under the present system it would 
charge the customer an established 
price per ton plus the freight from 
Chicago to Minneapolis, much more 
than the freight from Duluth.

“Those rocks were made smooth hy 
the underground river which carved 
this cave. Do you see those outlines?” 

We see them clearly enough. They 
are drawings of animals—bison and 
wild horses! 

“How were they made?” we ask. 
“What was used to do the drawing?’ 

“The artists cut into the limestone. 
probably with sharp flints. until they 
made the outlines,” he replies. 
they filled the cuts with a kind 

aint made by mixing grease wit 
lack oxide of manganese. 

“Notice the arrowheads or spear 
heeds painted there! They appear to 
be an effort to show how the bison 
was killed.“ 

By turning our flashlights so that 
they point to various parts of this 
strange gallery, we discover paintin 
ef many other animals. One of these 
is a wild goat, and another is the 
goat-like antelope nown as the 
“chamois.” 

Still another picture which we find 
in the Cave of Niaux is of a royal 
stag. We are impressed not only by 
the great horns of the animal but also 
by the thought of such an excellent 
pictnre being made by a stone age 
artist.

Admiral Viscount Makoto Saito, 
premier, personally has undertaken 
to harmonize divergent views, it was 
understood, He probably will consult 
Prince Kinmochi Saionji, thet genre, 
wha may see fit to lay the whole 
matter before Emperor Hirohito. 

The highest officials were unani⸗- 
mous in asserting Japan’s position 
has been misunderstood. The problem 
that confronted them was how to re- 
state the empire’s case. in terms 
whi be acceptable to the mili- 
tary ers of the empire and to thé 
United States and Britain.

that Japan is the “stabilizing factor 
of Asia“ —that she has a right to be 
consulted before any nation gives 
military or aviation aid to China— 
will be abandoned for the time. 

2. Japan will limit her activities 
for the present to Manchuria and 
northern China. 

3. As soon as the storm of world 
criticism aroused by Amau’s remarks 
has subsided, quiet diplomatic efforts 
will be started to “explain” Japan’s 
position in Washington and other 
world capitals. These explanations 
will be worded in a way to show Ja- 
pan wants co-operation of the powers 
interested in China trade—that the 
primary motive is to bring about a 
cessation of civil wars, famine and 
generally disorderly conditions in 
Ohina—that she intends to adhere 2 
her repeated declarations during the 
past two years that she “does not 
covet one inch of Chinese soil.” 

Japan has no intention of repu- 
diating the nine-power treaty or any 
other international engagement into 
which she has entered, a high source 
told this correspondent.

I have read a great deal about the smartness of fish 
and of how they match their master minds against those 
of the fisherman. This, I am sure, is just one of those 
things that have been written about so much that one 
accepts them as the truth. 


As a matter of fact the fish must be very, very dumb. One 


would think that after being whelped in the water and after 
getting food by eating up a lot of loose worms and unattached 
minnows, the fish would know that a minnow dangling from a 
string was not a normal minnow. And that a worm tied in a 
knot about a hook was not a worm on the ‘loose. 


And one would think that the cagey fish, used to 
chasing smaller fish, would not think of hurling himself 
at one of these painted and gilded plugs with a lot of 
hooks hanging on it. 
But they do all these things, gobbling up minnows and 
worms on hooks and making a flying tackle at a painted plug. 


One of these guys who looks over the shoulders of 
people at work has just asked what about a fellow who 
falls for one of these gilded and painted gold diggers in 
the cities of our land. 

This proves nothing except that the theory of this article is 
correct. They usually refer to such fellows as are hooked by 
the gold diggers of our land as “poor fish.” 


THE FLY FISHERMAN. 

The fly fisherman is rated as the aristocrat of the fishing 
world. He looks with scorn upon the worm and minnow fish- 
erman. And he will not speak to the plug caster. 

The fly caster regards the plug fisherman as a very 
crude sort of person, a sort of mechanic of the angling 
art. The dry-fly fisherman shudders with horror at the 
thought of any other sort of fishing. 

It seems to me, however, that the fly fisherman is the worst 
sportsman of the lot.

Smocking is a gathering or pleat- 
ing of material aa then emphasizing 
the tops of pleats or gathers with 
embroidery thread in any of a va- 
riety of stitches, 

As a rule you allow four times the 
inches needed for finished width. The 
material may be gathered evenly in 
rows, evenly spaced. Each row is 
held by its own gathering thread.

ture committee, to which the appoint- 
ment has been referred. 

Smith, who has expressed displeas- 
ure at the manner in which the leg- 
islation creating the new job was 
passed, said he believed the undersec- 
retary should be “qualified by prac- 
tical experience as a farmer.” 

“Therefore,” he said, pounding his 
desk for emphasis. “I am not goinz 
to stand for Mr. Tugwell as I don't 
believe he has the practical knowledge 
essential for him to determine the 
things that will relieve agriculture. 

“I am fighting for agriculture to 
be represented in its administrative 
department by a man of practical 
knowledge of agriculture by personal 
experience.” 

Smith said his committee probably 
would discuss Tugwell's nomination 
tomorrow.
